Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 15-17 and 19-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 15, a composite ceramic substrate with the limitation "a plurality 
of convex leg portions made of resin and arranged on the ceramic substrate such that a 
first end surface of each of the plurality of convex leg portions supports a respective one 
of plurality of external terminal electrodes and a second end surface of each of the 
plurality of convex leg portions opposite to the first end surface is in direct contact with 
and directly connected to the ceramic substrate" in combination with other claimed 
limitations of the base claim 15 has not been fairly suggested or disclosed by the prior 
art of record. 

3. Claims 19-25, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 

1 .104, as they depend and include all the limitations of allowable product claim 15. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on April 28, 2009 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may

be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.
